Sept. i.-,.— Oys 
ter Bay is en fete. Clouds of bunting 
and Hags adorn the buildings and 
bouses. Thousands of stranpt rs ar 
on the streets and every few mo- 
ments the loud report of an anvil 
loaded with powder breaks the still- 
ness. The occasion for this celebra- 
tion Is the reception which President 
Roosevelt is to tender to the people 
of Nassau county at hia home on Sag- 
amore Hill. The weather is delight 
ful and the members of the commit- 
tees having the affair in charge esti 
mate that 18,000 persons were 
here. Special trains came from 
Hempstead, Mineola, Far Rockaway 
ud Freeport, in addition to whicdi a 
large number of yachts are expected 
to bring down parties from New York 
and vicinity. One band from Brook 
lyn and three from Long island 
played on the lawn during ttao recep- 
tion. 

The arrangements have all been 
completed for handlinK tlio ciowd on 
Sagamore Hill. The president re- 
ceived his neighbors on the porch of 
his., house and as they shake hands 
inth him they passed to the rear of 
the hottae where earh was tender 
e4 a glass of lemonade. The glasses 
were retained by the visitors as souv- 
•nln. Mrs. Roosevelt was on the 
porch part of the time and assisted 
In the rerejition. It has been dccid 
ed to dispells'' with Introductions and 
no one was allowed to stop and 
talk with president. .Once the 

line started It was kept moving 
ttrtra precatutions have been taken 
to guard against trouble. Sheritt 
Johnson of Nassau eo\mty has sworn 
in 800 special deputy sheriffs, and in 
addition to this a large number of se 
cret men were stationed about the 
porch. 

Riotous Soldiers. 

San Francisco, Si pt. 15. — There 
was a lively riot at the entrance to 
the Presidio reservation. Police Lieu 
tenant Kelly, with seven patrolmen, 
raided the saloon of Press Anderson 
and arrested 33 soldiers and 10 civ- 
ilians who were playing percentage 
poker. Anderson was refused a li 
eense recently, but has been running 
bis place In defiance of the law. 
While the police were makine; the ar- 
rests a crowd of soldiers gathered 
and assailed them with sticks, stones 
and brickbats. The police wielded 
their clubs vlporously, but with little 
effect and were finally forced to tire 
into the uniformed mob. So far as 
known, however, no one was hit. 
While the rioting was at its height 
an alarm was sounded at the Presidio 
and three rompanli's of infantry and 
one of cavalry were sent to the scene. 
They succeeded in driving most of 
the riotous soldiers back into the res 
ervation but not without eonslderabk 
trouble, the men not I'eing disposed 
to yield even to superior force.

St. Petersburg, Sept. 15. — The czar 
summoned deputations of the ciders 
of the cantons and vlHages in the 

governments of Kursk, Poltava, Khar- 
koff, Tchemigolf, Orel and Voronezh 
to meet him at the hous of the gov- 
ernor of Kursk. When the eiders 
assembled, the esar addressed them 
personally as fbllows: "LASt spring 
peasants in some districts of the 
provinces of Poltava and Kharkoff 
plundered neighboring estates. Tlie 
culprits will meet the punishment 
they •deserve. The authorities will 
not. in future, allow suc't disturb- 
ances to occur. Uf that 1 am sure. 
I desire to remind you of the words 
of fy late tether at the time of his 
coronation, spoke to the Cantonal 
elders: 'Listen to your local nobility 
and do not lielieve sensational non- 
sense.' Itehieiiilicr " Continued the 
czar, "that a man gets rich not by 
seising the property of others, but by 
honest labor and thriit and by living 
according to the commandments of 
God. Repeat all I have said to you to 
the other euple of your villages and 
tell them that I will not leave their 
real needs unheeded." 



Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows. 

Dee Moines, la.. Sept. 16.— With 

special trains arriving from all parts 
of the country and the attendance 
having already reached 30,000, the 
seventy-eighth annual session of the 
Sovereign grand lodge of Odd Fel- 
lows, was formally welcomed by Gov- 
ernor A. B. Cummins and Mayor 
Brenton. The response was made by 
Hon. A. Cable of Covington, O., grand 
siro. The report of the grand sire 
showed that there was 127 grand 
lodges established, of which six were 
in foreign countries. The total num- 
ber of subordinate lodges is 12,7*J2, 
and subordinate encampments 2,780. 
The entire membership of the order 
reaches 1,002,372. During the year 
there were 99.393 Initiations in the 
subordinate lodges and Including 
those initiated In other branches, the 
total reached 185.845. The amount 
of relief disbursed was 13,939,786.68, 
an increas e of t203.0M.08. 

Out of Debt. 

Boston, Sept. 15.— The American 
board of commissioners for foreign 
missions has balanced Its books for 
Its fiscal year ended Aug. 31, and 
made public the following financial 
statements: The expenditures for 12 
months to Aug. 31, IHO:,'. were $741.- 
303, and the regular receipts for tlio 
year were $742,764, leaving a balance 
on hand Sept. 1, of $1,461. The gains 
in the year have been from legacies 
and women's boards. The debt of a 
year ago, amounting to $102,341, lias 
been entirely canceled through tlic 
redemption of pledges given at the 
Hartford meeting last October. The 
ninety-third annual meiting of the 
board will be held in Oberlin, Ohio, 
Oct. 14 to 17. Tlie sermon will be de- 
livered by the Rev. Dr. Newell Hillis, 
of Brookljm^

New York, Sept. 15.— Elihn Root, 
secretary of war, returned from Eu- 
rope on the steamship Kroonland. Mr. 
Root was not accompanied by his 
fe and daughters, who remained 
on the other side, to return early in 
Octob' r. Concerning the recent naval 
maneuvers on the New England 
coait. Mr Root said: "There is 
nothing like a sham battle to make 
the officers and men in the navy and 
army realize what they may have to 
do some day.

Hm Court Holds Tbiit the .^?i>iitber!« 
Are Required tu l»ell 
airs. Kddy's Books 
For Froflt. 



Philadelphia, Sept. 15. — Tli© appli 
cation for u chaiter made by tbe I'irsl 
Chureh of Christ, scientibt was re- 
ft rred by Judge Arnold In the com- 
mon pleas oourt. In bis opinion Judge 
Arnold says: 

"The charter arpH'^d for In this 
case ex)vers a double jjurpose — a 
church and a business. We have pow- 
er to grant a charter for a church, 
but we have no authority to grant a 
charter for a corporation for profit, 
that is, a busint ss corporation." 

Continuing, the court quotes from 
the text book of Mary Baker O. Eddy 
instructions to Christian Scientists to 
sell and circulate the publications of 
Mrs. Eddy, failure to do the same be- 
Inn siifllcient cause for expulsion from 
membership In the church. 

"This shows," says the court, "that 
the so-called church is a corporation 
for profit, organized to enforce the 
sale of Mrs. Kddy's books by its 
members, which is a matter of busi- 
ness and not of religion. As the 
courts have no power to charter such 
a corporation, the application for a 

charter is refused." 



Morrisay's Statement. 

Cleveland, Sept. 16. — Grand Master 

P. U. Morrissey of the Urotlierhood of 
Railway Trainmen, authorized the fol- 
lowing ofllcial statement relative to 
the movement to be inaugurated on 
western roads by conductors and 
trainmen to obtain hl^:her wases: 
"The different stories that are aris- 
ing pertaining to a movement on the 
part of conductors and trainmen in 
the western country tor a raise of 
wage* are In the main Inaccurate and 
misleading. It is the general belief 
among the men that on aecouni of 
the vastly changed conditions now 
compared with those in existence at 
the time the present wage standards 
were made, they are entitled to some 
additional eonipensal ion. and they aro 
now considering the propriety of ask- 
ing for It. But if anything is done 
through these organisations In this 
direction it will be done along orderly 
lines and In arcordanee witli the long 
established ixdleies and laws of the 
bodies affected. 

Ravages of Fire. 

Butte, Mont, Sept. 15.— Forest flres 
are raging in the mountains near Bar- 
nica, and only a heavy rain will save 
an enormous amount of timber and 

cut wood. The campers are s\ipposed 
to have started the liri>s. North of 
Anac(jnda. a tire is iava{;ing the tim 
ber districts with little prospect of 
abatement Much timber already has 
been destroyed and it Is feared the 
loss will reach Into the thousands. In 
the tiinl)er districts of norlliein .Mon 
tana, according to advices from Kal 
Ispel, fires are spreading with terrible 
rapidity and the safety of the finest 
forests in the state Is menaced. Agent 
Berndt of the slate deparfinent, is In 
the field with a large force of men 
fighting the flames, but there is little 
hope of staying the advance of the 
fire without rain. 

Will~Not Visit the Pope. 
Rome. Sept. 15.— The announce 
ment that the czar, who returns the 

visit of King Victor Emniann. l. will 
not call on the p<jpe has serinusly dis 
turbed the Vatican. It is said that 
the Russian minister to the Holy See 
will purposely be absent from Rome 
during the sojourn of tbe ctar here so 
as to render it easier to ignore the 
Vatican. Papal diplomacy is doinn its 
utmost to prevent such an awkward 
incident, wbleta is attributed to the 
desire of the c/.ar to show his dis 
pleasure at the pope's action in wlth- 
drawinsj; the papal nuncio from Tin 
Hague because be was not Invited to 
take part in the peace congress.

Presi- 
dent Arthur comml-sioned liiui as as- 
sociate Justice supreme court uf the 
United SUtes Dec. 1!«. 1881.

St Paul. Sept. 16.— While 1,000 peo- 
ple were struggling to get into the 

new Sons of Zicn synagogue to wit- 
ness the dedicatory exercises the tem- 
porary steps leading to the entrance 
suddenly gave way and 50U people i ^ 
fell in a heap.

Postal Dalelt tbe Past Year Was Laaa Tkn 
$1,500,000. 

|\VHvh!iiKton Cor. ."t. Louis < iloU-Ui mocrat.; 
Tlie deficit in the postal service for 
the fiscal year 1902, ended Jane 30 last, 
will be less than $1 ,500,(X)(). This in- 
teresting fact will be shown in the forth- 
coming report of Postmaster-General 
Payne. The postal service will this year 
come very near to a solvent showing for 
the year's work. The returns lor the 
year are not complete, and the actual 
deficit for tbe year la based on estimates 
for the business of the last quarter. 
Based on the business of fifty cities, 
whieb taidvdaa 8f. lx>ala and other cities 
where over 4.> per cent, of the principal 
business of the country is transacted, 
there will be an exoeea at recripta over 
expenditures for three quarters, amount- 
ing to {2,339,000. This will make a prob- 
able deficiency for the fiscal year <^ 
307,000. If it were not for laifa expen- 
ditorea to establish rnral free dellTery, 
the ofilcials say, one-cent postage could 
be discassed with some prospect of get- 
ting it within a few years. The defi- 
ciency on account of the postal service 
last year was ;»3,408,000. It would have 
been less than $100,000 bat for tba $3,- 
5(X>,000 spent to establish roral free de- 
livery routes and the coat of operating 
those experimentally established. The 
appropriations on account of rural free 
delivery for the current year aggregate 
$7,500,000. In the opinion of depart- 
ment olHcials it is now too early to dis- 
cu8f jienny postage. They do say, how- 
ever, that it will come. By properly 
classifying published matter and gradu-

The following letter from A. B. Far- 
qiihar, head of the Pennsylvania Agri- 
cultural Worka, written to the Farmers 
Oall, a paper pablished at Qoincy, 111.,

We do 
manufacture and pell in Canii.l.i, South 
America and liurojie many a^fricnltural 
ma(;hineB and implement.", and could we 
have free raw material and the commer- 
cial advantatjes which free trade would 
give us, .\inerii a wimiUI liecome the grvat 
manufacturing emporiuin of the world, 
and the farmer, of course, would share 
the prosperity, since he would have less 
to pay for everything and get better 
prices for all he sold. Go on with your 
good work. When tbe farmer begins to 
think and rise ap against this awindle it
